aud in default of payment of such liue 
and costs of prosecution, he shall be 
committed iuto ..the- county • jail .of 
Wood County, for a, period of not less 
thnn five days nor more-than twenty- 
five days. 


Sections.' 
It shall be- hereafter 


lawful for any peace officer of the city 
of Grand Rapids, to kill airy dog 
found run nine at large in the streets 
or puhlic places of said city in viola- 
tion of section one of this ordinance, 
and it is hereby made the duty^ of 
every police officer to kill all dogs, 
running at large, unmuzzled in vio- 
.lation of said section one of 'this or- 
dinance. "

Section 4. . This ordinance shall

aftei its passage aud^pnblioation.

Village of Nan, Siam, Rejoices at 


Death of Beast. 


Bangkok Paper Gives Graphic Account 


of Slaying of Ferocfous Bengal 


Tiger by Three Americans- 


Woman Watched Batt|e. 


Minneapolis, Minn.—How a Minne- 


apolis young man, well known socially, 
helped to bring down a Bengal tiger 
In Slam, IB told in a Bangkok news- 
paper, a copy of which was received, 
by John S. Dradstreet. Ray Peoples 
Is the man. The account-of the hunt, 
as It appears in the Nan correspond- 
ence of the Bangkok paper, follows: 


"The quiet city of Nan was stirred 


up last Saturday by the news that a 
large Bengal tiger was In. our midst; 
He had killed a large bullock in the 
morning nnd was hiding under cover 
In an old deserted wat across the river 
from Dr. Taylor's compound. The wat 
was grown over-with dense, thorns so. 
thick that a man had to cut his way 
through. 
It did not seem possible 


that a tiger could be so near us, not 
a quarter of a mile-from Dr. Taylor's, 
house.

yards of the spot where he was hiding.
